The Young Man's Age. 


Because of the absence of so many young men \vlio have 


been drawn into the service, fhe'fad that many more thous- 
ands will have lo go to the colors ami 'the further fac lhat 
this is making openings for men. who have been partially or 
wholly sidetracked in the employments because of advancing 
yeafs~'a western newspaper is of the opinion that the clay ot 
(lie middle-aged man is. not so far past as it has been common- 
ly supposed to be. ' I t finds men of from 50 to 60 years serv- 
ing as street car conductors and in other positions lhat were 
held by much younger men before the war, and says em- 
ployers are finding thai these men are very capable in spite ot 
the years by which they were handicapped before the young- 
er men were drawn in such numbers from the. channels of 
trade and industry. ,lt is further stated that the government 
is finding.use for middle-aged men in the service behind Ine 
lines and the: conclusion is drawn that hereafter men wil not 
be outlawed by employers on account of Iheir age as early as 
they have been in recent years. 


This may be so, and yet there is nothing surer than that Ihis 


is the young mail's age. And there is a reason for it. Business 
lias been speeded up tremendously in the last 25 years and is 
now moving at a pace never before known or dreamed of. 
Machinery turns faster, trains move faster, everything and 
everybody moves faster, with the result that men once con- 
sidered hi the prime of their usefulness are now regarded as 
msl their best days, if not actually old men, and are obliged to 
make way lor a younger set. 
It is true that many men pas 


their prime are relained in Iheir positions and still doing good 
work birt when one of these for any reason loses his position 
he finds it difficult lo get'anotlief, gray ha.rs being.regarded 
bv most employers as danger signals not lo be ignored. 


" And there is a further reason why the man who is begin- 
ning to show signs of age is not wanted. .There was a time 
when the experience that conies with age was considered of 
value bul in this day business mcihods change so rapidly 
that the experience of a man of 50 or more is in many case 
largely worthless. The ways he learned and practiced have 
been superseded by others, and young men are wauled o 
learn these ways and do their work while they are able lo 


hUThere is nothing strange about all Ihls when one stops to 
consider the conditions; The affairs of the world are moving 
very rapidly, and, for-the most part, it is only the young men 
who can keep step. Business and induslry demand physical 
and mental nimbleness, and as a rule, these are possessed only 


by|fhnienUwho have reached or passed middle age find open- 
ing more plentiful under the stress of war they wil do well 
to improve Iheir opportunities,-for the war will end in-time 
and the young men will again be at the front m the pursuits 
of peace, as they are now at the front in the awful business 
of war.
